Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment, specifically to claims 1, 5, 6 and 1 1 changes the scope of the claims and requires 
further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant's argument that Jackson does not disclose the torsion spring wrapped around the frame is noted. 
However, this limitation is a new limitation presented in the proposed amendment which requires further search and consideration. 
Applicant's argument that the leaf spring 188 of Jackson is above the axle is noted. However, the terms above, below, etc are relative 
terms and further since the spring 188 pushes on the roller it pushes it against the support and therefore supports the underside of the 
pinch roller shaft.. Applicant's argument regarding Saito is noted, however, the limitation of the torsion spring was presented in the 
relevant claims in the proposed amendment which requires further search and consideration. 
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
